All the Japanese of the city have nojt 
grasped the Idea of any law operating 
herein Hawaii other than those exist 
ing In mediaeval 
days In Japan. 
A 
small Oriental community exercises Its 
own laws and all their disputes 
are 
settled according to their 
own code'. 
Just last 
week, 
when 
a 
gang of 
"toughs" wanted to express their dis 
approval of a certain project, 
they did 
it In their own way. 
They did It with 
clubs nnd antique weapons and hacks. 
The hacks alone mar the 
picturesque-nes- 
B 
of a Middle-Ag- e 
episode. 
The oc- 
casion was thlsh 
It appears that a pe 
tition was being circulated among the 
better class of Japanese with the Idea 
of getting their opinion on the Pauahi 
street question. 
A Japanese circulated 
the paper nnd got about eighty names 
of somo of tho 
leading 
citizens and 
merchants. 
That night he was visited. 
About forty of his countrymen called 
In kimonos. 
The 
introduced 
them 
selves as the proprietors of tho plants 
on Pauahi 
street, and ostentatiously 
displayed 
their heavy sticks. 
They 
further stated that 
they 
and 
their 
club", owned 
furniture 
and fittings 
over there valued at about $30,000, not 
counting the 300. women, 
whose value 
was not stated. 
They told this man 
that If this project went through, viz., 
If the 
Pauahi 
street 
tenants 
wero 
warned 
off, they would sew him up In 
a bag and deposit him in tho harbor. 
His 
sign should 
Immediately 
come 
down, and they offered 
to confer in 
tho next room as to the best means of 
disposing of him. 
They 
left him 
in 
considerable uncertainty 
as to what 
would 
become of him, nnd they took 
away 
tho petition. 
This mans place 
was closed up for a few days. 
In the 
meantime 
tho "club" 
(as 
they 
aro 
called on Pauahi street) continued to 
call 
In hacks upon several signers of 
the petition. 
It 
was 
tho 
necessary 
policy of some of theso petitioners 
to 
deny 
tho genuineness of their signa 
tures or else claim that through Ignor 
unco of English they were not aware 
of tho nature of the paper they 
had 
signed. 
They knew 
the "club," 
for 
several of them (shopkeepers) 
havo 
been unwillingly supplying them 
with 
goods after this fashion: The "club" 
man swaggers Into tho shop and asks 
for credit. 
He Is politely denied 
the 
request, 
whereupon he helps himself. 
There 
Is. no gainsaying such an art- 
lessly direct method, and the customer 
Is never billed. 
Still not one of these 
merchants will say this on the 
witnes- 


s-stand. 
Such is tho intrenched po- 
sition of tho "club" that tho Marshal 
Is powerless, 
even 
should certain of 
the pollco who patrol this district caro 
to move against tho combination. But 
the better olement of tho Japanese are 
aroused; they say that many cases of 


sand-baggin- g 
and blackmail havo 
ter- 
rorized the Japanese community; they 
declare that theso toughs are on tho 
Increase 
because the women who sup- 
port them are Increasing (the soldiers 
oft the transports 
have- - been nn 
Im- 
mense source of Income); they feel tho 
odium 
of .the thing and the national 
disgrace, 
as tho large majority of tho 
licensed 
women 
aro 
Japanese. 
The 
following 
Is 
the 
text of the paper 
signed by these eighty prominent Jap 
anese: 
"For the protection of the honor of 
the Japanese name In this country, and 
to preserve decency 
on 
our 
public 
streets and tho lnnoconcy 
of our chil- 
dren, Is It not time to segregate pros 
titution and place it in some careruuy 
regulated placo without the congested 
portions or our city? It Is respectfully 
urged that all Japanese citizens who 
desire this will subscribe their names

The rush of the squatters to the gov 
ernment lands of Hawaii, is strictly In 
accordance with the "American spirit," 
as the Squatter Bugle must bold. 
But 
It Is In defiance 
of the letter 
of the 
Federal law of the Mainland. 
If there 
Is any defect In our municipal laws or 
In the Federal laws, which permits one 
class of citizens to take advantage of 
another 
class, 
It Is considered "good 
business" to take such advantage. 
No 
one can complain of the squatters cam 
paign on Hawaii even 
If there Is a de 
fect In the laws. 
- 
TJio squatters, 
however, 
have 
not 
read Section 
73 of the bills Introduced 
both In the Senate and tho House for 
the Government of Hawaii. 
The words 
'are these: 
"That the laws of Hawaii relating to 
public lands, the settlement of bound 
aries, and the Issuance 
of patents 
on 
land 
commission 
awards, except as 
changed 
by this Act, shalL continue In 
force 
until 
Congress 
shall otherwise 
provide." 
This Is tho provision agreed 
uppn by 
tho committees ot both houses of 
Con-gies- 
s, 
and will not be disturbed unless 
seme outside and mysterious pressure 
Is mado upon members. 
This cannot 
be 
done 
If 
the community and the 
planters take the least interest in pre- 
venting any change. 
If the bill passes in its present shape, 
so far as the disposition 
ot 
land 
Is 
concerned, 
all public lands must be put 
up at auction and sold to the highest 
bidder. 
Tho squatters 
do not obtain 
tho least advantage overt others desir 
ing to buy land. 
They may occupy it. 
and cultivate it, but they 
nro 
to 
be 
charged with 
full knowledge 
of 
thp 
present laws 
which 
forbid squatting 
nnd with knowledge 
ot the laws which 
may continue the present existing law's.' 
On the Mainland, 
in past years, when 
land was cheap ns d)rt Itself, and no 
surveys of it had been' made, the squat 
ter who settled and Improved 
remote 
parts of It, was kindly 'rogqrded 
by 
Congress 
and granted 
certain 
priv 
ileges. 
But that da? 'has uased. and 
the conditions of land, seitlcment .are 
not now' the same.

The efficiency 
o! the army is all In all to them, and Its 
demoralization 
by 
an 
acquittal 
ot 
Dreyfus 
would cause serious disaster If 
not 
revolution. 
Other 
nations 
may 
coldly look nt the affair, and criticise 
their apparent failure, to do Justice. In 
it, but they may not understand tho 
drift ot Fronch thought any more than 
Europe understood the 
motives 
and 
thoughts of the Union men of America, 
when they laid desolate the Southern 
States. 
Powerful as the Jesuits have been In 
France, if we can 
believe 
the 
best 
modern 
writers on the religious 
con- 
dition of that country, tho dominant 
men, and the newspapers 
which 
In- 
fluence public opinion In Paris, are be 
yond! the reach of the Roman church, or 
the Jesuits. While the women of France 
are' devout Catholics, the men who live 
riear the political centres are so merely 
n'name.

The Jesuits no doubt would like to

massacre ot the Archbishop ot Paris,

ti avoid interfering with public affairs. 
The safety of tho Romanic church In 
France lies In developing its 'spiritual 
and not temporal power. 
The extraor- 
dinary extension ot Roman Catholicism 
In America, 
In spite of the total 
In- 
difference 
and even secret'hostllity 
of 
the temporal power, ha; Anally taught 
Its sagacious and experienced 
leaders 
whqre Us only safety lies. 
There will be many volumes 
of liter- 
ature 'published during the next fifty 
years on the Dreyfus

made of black ohln wood.

Following la the su balance 
of Mr. 
Kincald'a paper: 
in order to get at the root of 
the 
Dreyfua 
affair and to understand Its 
full meaning, we must go very 
far 
back. 
Its history really began in 1021, 
378 years ago, when a Spanish soldier 
of high rank, named Ignatius Loyola, 
having 
been 
wounded 
In battle, 
sol- 
emnly resolved to change his method 
of warfare and to become a veritable 
soldier of the 
Pope, 
lie 
ultimately 
created what be called a company or 
society of men organlted in a totally 
different way from any existing eccle- 
siastical organization. 
That company 
Is known today throughout the world 
as the Company of Jesus, or the Jesuit 
Society. 
It was established on three 
fundamental principles. 
First, there Is 
what is known 
as 
the 
principle of 
Probablllsm 
that any 
doubtful con 
duct of which you are guilty, although 
against the admonition of your con 
science, 
Is probably permissible If you 
can 0nd any doctor of theology any 
where In the church who has Justified 
it or excused it; In other words, the 
principle of 
probablllsm 
means 
the 
substitution 
of external authority ,for 
ine voice oi conscience, 
ine second 
marked feature of this society is what 
Is called the doctrine of Mental Reser 
vation. 
As all the men who have fig- 
ured on the side of the prosecution In 
the Dreyfus business arc pupils of the 
Jesuits, they furnish us with lllustra 
tlons of all the distinctive features of 
this society. 
The doctrine of mental 
reservation was Illustrated by the con- 
duct of the president of the first court-- 
martial that tried 
Captain Dreyfus 
You may remember that when he gave 
bis evidence 
on his oath he said that 
be bad read only one of the several 
documents that, in defiance of the fun 
damental principles 
of 
Justice, bad 
been shown to the judges at the first 
trial behind the prisoners 
back and 
without 
bla 
knowledge. 
Dut 
there 
happened to be on that tribunal, as 
there has been, 
happily, on this, at 
least one honest man, and he appeared 
as witness at Kennes, and therein gave 
Colonel 
Mauvel, the president of the 
first 
court-martia- 
l, 
the He direct, say- 
ing that all the documents had 
been 
read, and not one only. 
Thereupon 
Colonel 
Mauvel got up and 
unblush-Ingl- y 
Informed 
the court that all he 
had said was that he had read only 
one document, but had not denied that 
the rest bad been read by his clerk. 
There you have an Illustration of the 
Jesuit principle of mental reservation, 
telling the 'truth to the letter In order 
to deceive In'tne spirit; and then there 
Is the principle of which 
you have all 
read 
that the end Justifies tho means 
and that to achieve a particular 
end 
which Is Judged desirable and good you 
may adopt the most wicked means and 
remain blameless, 
and you know that 
at every stage of this trial what is 
called the honorable 
end 
has 
been 
thought to justify lying, forgery and 
attempted 
assassination. 
No 
doubt 
many engaged in this travesty on Jus- 
tice have 
been 
persuaded that they 
were 
upholding 
the 
honor 
of 
the 
French army, and that they were 
Jus- 
tified in behaving in a way that has 
staggered and outraged the conscience 
of the entire human race. What, then, 
was the fundamental principle under- 
lying the policy of Loyola? It was the 
absolute 
supremacy of external 
au- 
thority. 
The one virtue in the ethical 
system of the Jesuits is obednlence at 
all hazards and at all costs. 
Even if 
the thing you are required to do la con- 
trary to your conscience, 
you must do 
It, and you are held blameless If you 
have been ordered to do It by ecclesias- 
tical authority. 
If you wish to know 
bow thoroughly Loyola elucidated this 
principle you should read his spiritual 
exercises. 
Here are two of his Instruc 
tions; he puts this sentence into the 
mouth of a disciple: "I ought to desire 
to be fuled by a superior who endeav- 
ors to subject my Judgment or to sub-- 
duo my understanding"; 
I, e., ycu must 
submit not only your conscience 
ami 
your will, but your very reason to your 
ecclesiastical superior, and you mu' 
make every effort to bring your way of 
thinking Into harmony 
with 
bis, so 
that you may do it willingly and In 
telllgently, 
Then he adds: 
"I ought 
not to be my own. but his who created 
me, and his, too, by whose means uod 
governs me, 
and, yield 
myself to be 
moulded 
In his 
hand like 
so much 
wax, 
I ought to be like a corpse which 
has neither will nor understanding; or 
like a small crucifix 
which 
Is twined 
about at the will of him that hoMs It: 
or like a staff In the hands of an old 
men 
who uses 
t us limy best assist 
or 
I) ease Win," 
Now from that day to IhU the hs

them. 
What 
I 
mean by saying that the Jesuit Socie 
ty has bow capture! the whole Roman 
Catholic Church is what every student 
ef ecclesiastical history Is aware, viz.. 
that their laal triumph was achieved 
In our own time at the Vatican council, 
when the Pope was decreed personally 
Infallible In all matters of faith and 
morals, and there Is nothing that can- 
not be brought under that head apart 
altogether 
from the assent 
or 
con- 
sent of the Catholic Church assembled 
in general council, and If the Pope. Is 
personal ly Infallible, the Jesuit conclu- 
sion logically follows. It Is your duty 
to be like a corpse or a walkln-tlc- 
k; 
if the. Pope's voice 
Is 
the Infallible 
voice 
of 
God, 
then 
whatever 
your 
conscience 
says to the contrary must 
be wrong. 
And so the Jesuits 
now 
dominate the entire church. 
As a mat- 
ter of fact, of the two the General of 
the Jesuits baa the greater power. He 
Is commonly 
known In Rome as 
the 
"Black Pope," to distinguish him from 
the Pope himself, who always appears 
In public robed 
In white; and many 
Illustrations might 
be 
given of the 
power behind the throne, of the way 
In which the "Black Pope" dominates 
the "White Pope." 
Now, In what way does this bit of 
history bear upon 
the matter 
before 
us? 
The Jesuits 
were petted by 
Na- 
poleon In. and were allowed to domi- 
nate everything 
In France; and they 
have been more or less favored by rep- 
resentatives of the old Monarchist par- 
ty; but, in a republic, in the very na- 
ture of things, the absolutism of the 
Jesuit ethics Is practically Impossible. 
No genuine republican can hand over to 
anyone, except 
God, the 
supremacy 
over his conscience: 
and the result is 
that the Jesuits, 
who have gained 
a 
strong foothold, have been plotting for 
some time to destroy the republic, and 
to restore cither the Duke of Orleans 
or Victor Napoleon, 
In order that tbey 
might 
once 
more 
be supreme. 
And 
they have used 
In this case, as they 
have very wisely 
used, 
education as 
their Instrument for moulding Influen- 
tial people according 
to 
their Ideas. 
You are'fumlllar with the names of the 
wretches who have played 
the 
most 
prominent part In this vile business 
UolsdelTre, who Is head of the general 
staff, and 
General 
Mercler; 
both of 
these men were trained in the Jesuit 
military college 
of St. 
Cyr; both of 
them are under the spiritual direction 
of the same 
well-know- n 
Jesuit priest. 
Every member of the gentral staff who 
has taken any part in the lying, for- 
gery and the attempted assassination 
of the great Colonel Plcquart Is a pu- 
pil of a Jesuit college. 
Then, we need 
to bear In mind that the whole of the 
Roman 
Catholic priesthood of France 
has been violently In favor of the ex- 
tremist 
course. 
And 
now 
I want to 
read to you from a letter recently pub 
lished in the 
ixjnuon 
Times In the 
largest type from the pen of an Illus- 
trious English Roman Catholic: 
The absolute silence 
of 
the Pone 
when one word from him would have 
stopped 
the whole business is one of 
the most noteworthy facts In the case. 
Take the case 
of Colonel 
Plcquart, 
the great hero of the occasion, and let 
us remember that though he.too. 
Is a 
Romiyi Catholic, 
he still listens to the 
voice of his conscience, 
In spite of the 
infallibility of the Pope nnd the su 
premacy of the Jesuit. 
There Is that 
significant 
scene 
between 
him 
and 
General 
Gonse. 
Colonel Plcquart had 
grave doubts as to the guilt of poor 
Dreyfus, 
who had already been sent to 
the Devil's Isle, and he went to Gener 
al Oonse, 
his superior, 
disclosed 
his 
doubts, and begged the General, as in 
duty bound, to take up the matter, so 
that If the man was lnnocent.be might 
be vindicated. What did General Gon- 
se, with the power 
of 
life and death 
over this 
wretched 
victim, say? 
"If 
you will only bold your tongue, 
no 
body 
will ever know anything about 
it." 
i nen tne conscience 
or this, man, 
Colonel Plcquart, leaped up and he re- 
plied to his superior: "What you say la 
Infamous; I tell you I will not carry 
this secret to my grave." 
Then they 
tried to get rid of this dangerous man 
as soon as possible. 
They sent him to 
Tunis, and ordered the general in com- 
mand of the army there to tend him' on 
fin expedition with so few soldiers un 
der blm that Inevitably be would have 
been killed. 
Tbe General, who 
hap- 
pened 
to be another honest man, 
re- 
fused to send Colonel Plcquart forth to 
certain death. 
Thus they tried In that 
Infamous and cowardly way to murder 
the man who listened to the voice of 
his conscience. 
This la what France has como to by 
allowing tbe Jesuit to become supreme 
In her military councils.

In tne blazing heat of the 
plantations and the descendants of tho 
people we enslaved will not. The "nig-K- 
has no taste lor agricultural 
la- 
bor, and bliss to him Is the shady aldu 
of a hut and 
half-adoll- 
In his pock- 
et. 
To work the estates first Portu- 
guese, 
then Chinese and lastlv 
East 
Indian coolies 
were 
Imported. 
The 
Portuguese made money and wont Into 
business as storekeepers; 
the Chinese 
followed 
ult In a smaller way; 
and 
hardly an Indentured laborer of either 
race is to be found now on the sugar 
estates, 
The East Indian coolie, 
has 
done better in agriculture, 
but 
even 
though there Is a total of 
117,000 
of 
them In British Guiana 
alone, 
the 
available labor Is far below what 
is 
necessary. 
Mr. Chamberlain has 
hanc-tion- 
ed 
the emigration 
of 
5,000 
this 
year, but unless that standard Is main- 
tained for several years to come, 
tho 
v,ant of labor will 
be as pronounced 
as it Is now. 
When his ten years of 
service ore up 
for the first five be Is 
an indentured laborer, in tho second 
five be Is qualifying for his 
passage-mone- 
y 
home 
the coolie goes back to 
India, and this la the drawback of the 
system; for If he settled he would 
do 
well for the colony, 
and the colony 
thinks so much of him that It 
4 pre- 
pared to do almost anything 
to keep 
him. 
But. of course, home

and when the dusky son of the East 
performs his share of the contract, he 
has a perfect right to go it he pleases.

2,000 
men. 
They offered a three months' engage- 
ment, good wages, 
free bouse accom- 
modation nnd mealcal attendance, but 
even that did not meet with the degreo 
of success 
one would 
have expected. 
Mr. Duncan 
eays they recruited 
414 
only, and Mr. Sommerson 
told me they 
did not turn out what could 
be 
de- 
scribed as a brilliant 
bargain. 
They 
are basking in the sunshine 
of their 
itlanris now, with tho heartiest wishes 
of their mainland employers that their

1h congenial. 
Tho man for
